The United States has earmark-

Denver, Colo,, Nov. 13— (AP)— 


Army vehicles bucked huge snow- 
drifts today to get food to hun- 
dreds of families and thousands of 
head of livestock as Red Cross 
headquarters was set up to relieve 
the suffering caused by south- 
eastern Colorado's worst blizzard 
in years. 


Planes stood by to fly hay to 


snowbound cattle and sheep which 
could not be reached by army 
"weasels," trucks and bulldozers 
that plowed into drifts, some of 
them 10 to 18 feet high. 


Fair skies were forecast for to- 


day's rescue efforts by the weath- 
er bureau which reported a foot- 
deep blanket of snow over most 
of the area four days after snow 
stopped falling in the week-long 
blizzard which had claimed 15 
lives. 


Red Cross at Work 


The Red Cross established head- 


quarters at Colorado Springs to 
co-ordinate relief activities. 


A 
seven-plane 
reconnaissance 


mission from Colorado Springs dis- 
covered many families in need of 
food and fuel in the Edison dis- 
trict 50 miles southeast of there. 
Sighting a distress signal—an X 
traced in the snow—William Hunt 
landed and was told by a rancher 
of the district's plight. 


Five C-47 army transport planes 


from Lowry Field fiew hay to a 
herd of 10,000 
cattle 
reported 


"frozen in their tracks" in three 
feet of sno"' in Lincoln county. A

Cross for relief work. 


Farther south, in the Pueblo 


area, 64 army trucks, seven "weas- 
els" and three bulldozers from the 
Pueblo ordnance depot fanned out 
over the storm-swept country on 
mercy missions.

Russian Reporter 


Talks on America 


Moscow, Nov. 13—(AP)—llya 


Ehrenburg, Russian reporter, said 
in a lecture last night that the 
average American was too self 
confident, but that he was neither 
mean nor stupid and he "does not 
want war." 


He 
asserted that 
"reaction-' 


aries" had taken the offensive in 
the United States, but expressed 
belief that this "triumph of re- 
action'' would not last for long-. 
He said President Roosevelt was 
a great man, that the average 
American was politically imma- 
ture. 


His audience was so thickly 


packed that Ehrenburg had great 
difficulty getting into the build- 
ing and started his lecture 20 
minutes late. 
Ehrenburg- spoke 


on observations of his trip tox the 
United States last summer. 


He described Henry Wallace as 


a good example of a farmer and 
a broadly cultivated person. He 
said Wallace understood the in- 
terests of the average American, 
strove to defend them and was 
not alone. He said men such as 
Senator Claude Pepper (D-Fla) 
and former Ambassador Joseph. 
Da vies and others were with Wal- 
lace. 


Sees America Growing 


Ehrenburg said America 
was 


growing, and that he was refer- 
ring to the minds of men, not to 
skyscrapers. 
The Russian repor- 


ter said more and more persons 
were demanding rights for Ne- 
groes and were taking an inter- 
est in Soviet culture, but that 
these still were a minority. 


He asserted that the American 


intelligentsia has just been born. 


He said he rated American 


writers highly, but not American 
literature. 
He said there were 


literary' giants on one hand and 
what he called trash on the other. 
He singled out for praise Ernest 
Hemingway, 
William 
Faulkner 


and John Steinbeck. 


Ehrenburg- said he also liked 


Walt Disney, Charlie Chaplin and 
American architecture. He said 
it was easy to either ridicule or 
glorify America, but harder to 
understand the country.

navy medical center, just recently 
launched as a mainspring for bet- 
tering the health of 100,000 na- 
tives on 57 populated islands ac- 
quired by the United States in 
the Pacific war. 


The principal work of the cen- 


ter will be to train native doctors. 
nurses, and technicians for the is- 
landers, but research on numerous 
problems is either planned or un- 
derway, said Dr. Victor G. Heiser. 
a well-known authority on tropi- 
cal diseases who helped establish 
the center. 


Tackle Tooth Decay 


Tooth decay will be one prob- 


lem tackled.

Dr Heiser explained, almost 
all the natives have nearly perfect 
teeth.
